lowlands.

burg1, causing heavy loss and throw- 
ing miners out of employment. 
The 


Wabash river is giving the farraera 
around Wew Harmony 
uneasiness. 


The crest of the floods in these two 
streams are expected to reach their 
junction point in Gibson county to- 
day or tomorrow and may join their 
heaviest forces at the 
same time. 


This will mean a mighty river will 
go tearing through the rich lower 
WabfLsh valley to the Ohio. 


The only danger point north of In- 


dianapolis iB at Lafayette, where wa- 
ter from the Wabash Is undermining 
a high railroad embankment. Should 
a ssrious break occur a district that 
is now protected will be flooded.

FLOOD SITUATION 


IMPROVES SLOWLY 


Water Has Receded About Two Fee- 


from Flood's Grest--Rain is Pre- 


dicted for Tonight. 


(Dally Sentinel, Tuesday, Mar. 3D.) 


The flood situation in Port Wayne 


is materially improved today in that 
there has been a more marked fall of 
the water, but the decline ia the stage 
IB very slow and the chief menace at 
this time is the danger that rain, 
which is predicted for tonight, may 
send the flood back, to tht> high water 
mark of Saturday night. 


The water at noon today showed 


an average decline in the inundated 
districts of about two feet from the 
crest'of the flood. The St. Joe river 
is about'^fteen inches below Satur- 
day's mark and in the Spy Hun dis- 
trict the fall has been about four- 
teen inches. At Wo. 2 waterworks 
station the flood hoa lowered twenty 
inches since Monday evening and is 
now thirty inches below the high 
water mark. 


Along the levee at the Foster waist 


factory the St. Mary's shows a fall 
of one foot today and it is two feet 
below the mark set by the crest of 
the flood. In the Baltes avenue ter- 
ritory the decline is at about the same 
ratio and some of the houses where 
•water rose high enough to now In 
at tb«* windows are now surrounded 
to a depth that only approximates 
the height of the first floors. The 
decline has materially improved the 
situation on Wagner street and Pros- 
pect avenue, though tho eastern ends 
of these streets are yet under water.

is to be their candidate for president 
this year. This conviction has been 
growing for some time, and now BO 
little doubt of the outcome remains 
in tho minds of prominent democratic 
senators and representatives that they 
want Justice Parker to speak out on 
some of the issues of the day. They 
say the time has come for him to de- 
clare himself on important questions 
nnd to remove the one reproach thai 
has been heaped upon his candidacy— 
the charge that he is an unknown 
quantity, a .blank, a man without 
opinions. No one doubts that Justice 
Parker is a man of convictions and of 
strength of character. 
But his ad- 


mirers here argue that in an informal 
way at least he should express him- 
self and abandon the attitude which 
he has held up to this time, to wit: 
That a judge on the bench lias no 
right to engage In political discus- 
sions. Justice Parker Is a candidate 
for the presidency. With his consent 
his friends are working in his behalf. 
Surely, 
say democrats here, there 


could be no Impropriety in on expres- 
sion of opinion on leading questions 
from him. 


If one were to undertake the study 


of the .psychology of the democratic 
j:"rty at this present juncture, he 
tiiobahly vould not be far wrong in 
declaring the following to b« a fair 
summary of the national democratic" 
mind: 


"If we permit Hearst and Bryan to 


make tha nomination the party will 
fr.ll to pieces. It will go to smash. 
With Hearst or any man like him for 
the candidate, the democracy will di- 
vide, the dregs and socialistic 
and 


popullHtic parts of it standing for the 
tickets and the more wholesome and 
sane elements joining the republi- 
can ranks. The nomination of Hearst 
would, ruin the party 
utterly. 
It 


probnbly would break the solid south 
and place some of its electoral votes 
in the Boose volt column. 


"On tho other hand, if we go to the 


opposite extreme and name farmer 
President Cleveland, tho Bryan peo- 
ple will bolt. Wo shall have a divid- 
ed party and disaster. 


"Honeo there Is but one tiling for 


us to do, and that is to nominate a 
man who stands half way between 
tho two extremes, who will heap tho 
party together, a man who was "reg- 
ular" In '8B and 1000 and who is 
fairly acceptable to ali elements." 


In this frame of mind the demo- 


cracy is turning to Justice Parker tig 
the man who fills the bill. 
Party 


loaders here say there is very little 
doubt of his nomination. President 
Roosevelt and his political advisers 
feel BO sure Justice Parker is to he 
the rival 
standard-bwirer they are 


already looking up his record. 
For 


all these reasons there Is a great_de- 
eirc, not only in the democracy, but 
throughout all classes of citizens, for 
more definite and satisfactory inform- 
ation na to who and what Chief Jus- 
tice Parker really is.
